Governor Gray, the Big Ken- 
tucky gelding, won the '29th La- 
tonia Derb.>; last Sttturday from a 
Oeld composed of such eraekii as 

Star Charter. ColstOL, White Wool 
Any Port, Messenger Boy, Mud 
Sill and Uncle Ben. The Williams 
colt was alkmed to trail his fieid 
for the first mile, but when colled 
on foryotl to the front and won by 
six lengths. Tiie time for the li 
miles being 2:80 1-6, breaking the 
track record by nearly twoseoCtids 
and coming within 3-20 of a 
second of equaling the world's 
record held by (Goodrich, at Wash- 
inL'ton Plirk, Chicago, in 1896. 
P'ully fifteen thousand people Ware 
present to see the race. 

The magnificent race Saturday 
shows clearly that Gk>vemor Gray 
was the victim of a very bad ride, 
and then some, in the recent Ken- 
tucky Derby where he was beaten 
by Meridian. 

This is the second Derb.v won by 
Governor Gray he liaving easily 
won the rich American Derby at 
Jacksonville, April 1st. The fol- 
lowing is the record of the horae.

A larire supply of vcnetahle 
matter in the soil is absolutely 
necessary in the prodaction of 
jjTood crops. It not onl.y ^yes to 
tho soil ilio ossoiitiiil physical con- 
ditions, but t!ie supply of all soil 
nitrates is largely dependent upon 
its deoiy. In systems of farming 
wliere many of the products aio 
sold and little stock is kept, it be- 
comes difficult to keep the supply 
in the auil Sufficient for this best 
results. 

Ill tlif iisini! svf^lfnis of rotation 
tlii'ie are often oiiportuiiitics be- 
twieen haryest time and seeding 
lime of the crops cmif)loyed in the 
rotation to plant some rapidly 
jjruwing crop to be turned under 
to increaise the 8appl,y of yege- 
table dUitter. Such imps are 
known as catch crop',, ami wIkmc 
they occupy the land during the 
winter also receiye the name of 
coyer crops. The use of such 
crops may add yroatly to the pio- 
tiucing powir of the soil, while 
about the only expense involyed is 
that of the seed. Cowpeas^ soy 
beans, crimson clover, vettli. rye 
and in fact an.y crop adapted to tiie 
season, may be used for the pur- 
pose, but of course the leguminous 
crops are to be prefenod as thoy 
also add nitrogen directly to the 
soil. 

Cowpeas grow rapiiily and if 
sown alter wheat or oats are har- 
ve^tfil w ill <;ive a <^oo(\ ^Mowlh of 
vines to plow under. They iiiay 
also be sown in corn at ilie last 
cultiyation and while not interfer- 
iiitf with the izi owth of the corn at 
all, provide considei nl)le irreen 
matter by the time the corn ib 
ready to haryest. Where crimson 
clover will succeed it is a most 
valuable catch crop, as most of its 
growth takes place in fall and 
early spring. The common prac- 
tice is to sow it in the corn, usually 
during August as the sliade of the 
corn plants seems to protect the 
young clover and it will succeed 
better than if sown without a nurse 
crop. It will make considerable 
growth by the time the land is to 
be plowed in the spring and seryes 
as a cover crop also. Crimson 
clover is a good nitrogen gatlierer. 
Kye is undoubtedly the most pojiu- 
lar catch crop, and justly so. It 
should be u.sod in all cases where 
the land would otherwise li«^ bare 
through the winter, except in the 
case of fall ploweil sod-land. It 
not only will add yegetable matter 
to the soil liiit will incvent the los> 
by leaching and wa>liing of tlir 
plant food already lliere. It ma.\ 
furnish pasturage when the land is 
in such (oi! lliion that tramiiing 
will not injure il. iuit il sliould 
not be allowed to giow too lai'ijie 
iu the spring before being turned 
under, or injury to the following 
crop may result. 

Crops of weeds mav be turned 
under with good results freciuent- 
ly, but of course should neyer be 

allowed to seed. In fact every 
opportunity to add sonielhing to 
the soil in this way should be 



taken advantage of. Soils with 
plenty of humus and vegetable 
matter la (hen seldom fiUl (o pro- 
duce paying crops.

Last week two men were stand- 
ing on tlie pavement of Mt. Ster- 
linir, one of the leadinir lawyers 
asked this question: "Do you 
know of a real successful country 
cliurcli?" What do you mean by 
a successful church? "One that 
has existed for years, the coin- 
niiinity and country l)ettor, relij;- 
colleires, iously, liuancially, educationally 
mod hu a briirbt future before it/' 
Yes, Somerset church in our 
county. waB the answer. 

To prove this assertion it re- 
quires some history of this cburch. 
In the year 1828, Preacher John 
Smith (Ijetter known as Raccoon 
Smith) conduttod a proliacted 
meeting in the woods live miles 
north of Mt. Sterlinff on the 
waters of Somerset creek. The 
settlement of fiuinei's out there, 
was known as Johnsons, Aliens, 
Hatbtways, WiHiains, Olarks. 
The meeting was a success; thirty 
or forty additions; who then re- 
soved to build a church house. 
Mr. Clark ufaye tw» aeres of land, 
that was one mile weat of the new 
Somerset church, work was com- 
menced, the members dug a well 
33 feet deep and today the passer- 
by can quench his khirat from its 
cool water, many thousand bricks 
were made, four walls 80 by 50 
feet erected and covered with shing- 
les made from trees that stood on 
the two acres. This house had 
four doors, four ♦> foot wood lire- 
places, two 3 foot stoves, it had a 
row of columns for support, it had 
no floor for three years, the scats 
were trees split open witli huyc 
pegs 20 inches louu tu iiold them 
up and they had no backs. 

It was in the summer of IS.'U, 
sills were placed around inside the 
walls and a Hoor laid. Although 
out in the woods and this homely 
building, there vvas prayer meet- 
in*,' three Sumliix -' im l preaching 
one Sunday of eacli mouth. The 

i church prospered with 40 to 7u 
additions each year, school houses 
came forth, farmers grew wheat as 
while as the swan, bluegrass cov- 
ered the white calfs back and 

J I fruit of all kinds trrew. All was 
iKi|)py until the year 1863, war and 
I umors of war, soldiers camped in 
the woods where now stands Som- 
erset church. ' Soldiers on every 
pike, many of them negroes; 
Kebols from the South were in 
and out; no good horse was safe at 
liome or church; no women attend- 
ed church (women then as now 
were (lods princii)al iielper.-)) there 
were tiiioc men of Somerset, met 
and resolved thait they would be at 
(tod's house every Lord's day, 
havt' tiie comnuinion unless sick- 
ness or some insurmountable dif- 
ticulty came up. For several Sun- 
days the three men were all that 
were present; David Hathaway, 
tlie singer; Deumau Highland to 
talk and Newton Lane the man of 
t)rayer. Hathaway was leader of 
the song services for years. If 
you sat next to him you could not 
hear a word ot the first line, but 
before the wind up of that good 
old song, "Mow Firm a Founda- 
tion,*' I have heard him a quarter 
of a mile away. He has a daugh- 
ter living in Mt. Sterling Mrs. 
Katie Adair; Newton Lane one, 
Mrs. Mag Lane and Donman High- 
land one, Mrs. Games. One Sun- 
day morninjr Hatha>ray and High- 
land were in their places, but Lane 
did not come. The two had sony 
and praver, waited at table and 
with heavy hearts dismissed; they 
felt that there was something- 
wrong with nrulliLT Lane. A few 
hours later news came that Lane 
had started but near where Judy 
now stands, he met a Michigan 
Captain at the head of 100 negro 
soldiers. The Captain cried out 
halt. Lane halted and took off his 
hat; right about face, ride with 
me; Lane said no, 1 have promised 
the Lord and two meml)ers, I 
would be at church every Lord's 
day, that he was a loyal Union 
man and must go on to his appoint- 
ment. The Captain cried out 
present arms> and four or live

negro soldiers thrust their bayo- 
nets near Lane's breast. He bad 
to turn and ride along with the 
Captain. Tlie Captain interrogated 
who lived in eacii residence, were 
they loyal or secesh If secesh 
he would have their house searched 
although Lane would protest. 
After going across Hinkston 
creek lie released Lane; it was 
then2o\-lock. - Restarted through 
the woods home severftl hundred 
yards from the pike, a Mr. Mc- 
Clure slei»ped from behind a tree, 
(everybody hid out when squadsof 
soldiers passed): Mr. Lane where 
are the soldiers going? "To hell I 
am in hopes." McC'lurc rei»orted 
the trouble that evening to Hath- 
away and Highland, who, by>the- 
wtxy wete southern symi)athizers, 
each having a son in the southern 
army. Highland and Hathaway 
felt it their duty in the name of 
the church ami for llu' jicdd of the 
cause, to indict Lane for using 
"cuss words,'" "To hell 1 am in 
hopes" and next Lord's day was 
li.xed for his trial, an eye-witness 
said that tlierewere thirtv or forty 
present to hear tbe court, but the 
case went by default as tbe princi- 
pal witness, McClore, was not 
present. Lane as usual was called 
upon to pray; then, everybody 
kneeled, their was no hobble skirts ; 
no man was afraid his blue jean 
pants would rip, made by motlier. 
Amid silence kneeling Lane said, 
O, Lord if I have thought, said 
done, w hat I ought not thought, 
said or done in the last week I ask 
pardon, 1 love my fellow man, but 
there is one devilish Captain I 
never can forget and I never will 
forgive. 

This case is recited l)ec!uis(' it is 
the only "law"' case remembered 
in the life of 85 years of this 
( liurch. Lane was a good stniiiich 
Union man and always voteil that 
way, and it is said, it was never 
too cold or too hot, or rainy from 
that day for Lane, that be would 
go to .ShaiTsl)urg on election day 
and voti.' the Denioci atic ticket. 
Soon afl<'r the war, lirother Lane 
passed to bis home beyond. Joseph 
.lohnson now of Sideview, was 
elecleil in Lane's place. .lohnson 
is 80 or 87 years old and has been 
in his seat at church seven straight 
.Siinn iys ahliough living si.\ miles 
awa,\. Delias live children who 
hold membership in this church to 
itless and eneouragn his last da.vs. 

Milton Jamcrson was elder of 
this church, grandfather of Milton 
(ioodwin, the ellici.'iit County 
School Superintendent. Janiei- 
s )n was also the grandfather of 
Hon. Claud M. Thomas, State 
.Senator from Houi-bon (oiinty. 
.lamerson died in L^To, .1. i". High- 
land was chosen as elder in his 
stead. Highland has four children 
Mnd liiree daugiiler-in-laws, all 
iia[ip.\ members of this church. 
Samuel Carrington also an elder 
died, and N. B. Young was chosen

It is to b« hoped that many 
Kentacky Hnam are readinir the 
letters of Frank O. Oarpeoter in 
the Sunday Oourier-Joaroal, in 

wiiicii he is tellinsr some of the 
things that are beint^ accomplished 
by scientific farming. Mr. Car- 
penter has gone to the foantoin 
head of information for his facts. 
He is jrottinj; his data from the 
Department of A^jriculture iu 
Washington. Otherwise it might 
be suspected that he had taken to 
wrilinjr fairy "stories. 

It may be difficult for some of 
our Kentucky farmers to under- 
stand how a Southern boy coald 
grow 2L'a busliels and three pecks 
of corn on a single acre of land: 
how twenty boys in South Cai o- 
lina could raise 1,700 boshels of 
corn on twenty acres; how num- 
bers of boys all over the South 
have made records of more than 
100 bushels to the acre in com 



growrog in States where the aver- 
age of prodaction ia tweaty bush- 
els to the acre or less. These 
thinjrs are not easily understood by 
the farmer who is plugging along, 
more or leas contentedly, in the 
same way that his grandfather did, 
;tl)out tho only difference being 
that he has not improved upon his 
grandfather's crop records because 
he has allowed bis land to detorior- 
ate. 

Mr Carpenter has been looking 
into the achieves of the Agricul- 
tural Depar^meiit pretty thorough- 
ly and he tells us that in the past 
four or five years scientilic farm- 
ing has added hundreds of millions 
of dollare to the value of the Am- 
erican^harvest. He shows from 
tiie figures, official and indisput- 
able, tliat the corn crop in nine 
Southern Statea in the year 1910 
was bigger by 158,000,000 bushels 
than the crop of the vetir previous.
